C. lande, 
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Lande, there is both golde and ſiluer mines, 
great ſtoꝛe of tinne, lcad, yꝛon, ſteele, copper, bꝛaſſe, 
alſo pꝛecious tones and pearles, as Aetiles and 
the wematites, allo the Calidon, the Pozphyze, 
the Caliminaries, and Speculares, and Chziſtall, 
both pure and good, alſo a kind of Diamant oz a» 
Damant, which is kaire to alle but not lo hard as 
other of fozratn countries, alſo white Coꝛral, wich 
diuers others of great 1 being found in clifts, 
and r9cis,whereof ſuch as do finde them, hauing 
no knowledge in them, oz els beeyng ſeduced by 
ſtrangers, in diſcouraging vs from fetching and 
ſeeking our owne commodittes: to the ende, that

Allo divers ſoꝛts of fruit trees, with all ſoztsof 
trees, and as yet, great ſtoze of trees foꝛ — 
and making of ſhips, (the like whereof are not in 
the whole wozld:) and alſo great ſtoꝛe of Filhe of 
all kindes : with all manner of Fonle. both wilde 
and tame, in great aboundance: and eſpecially fox 
beaſtes and cattell, as Deare, redde and fallowe, 
Connies, Hares, *c. and great fto2e of ſheepe and 
oren. whereof commeth ſuch ſtoꝛe of wooll, Cloth, 
and Lether. butter ard cheeſe, which doth reple» 
nit, moſt Countries in Chꝛiſtendome, which they 
bardly might want, Allo great ſtoze of graynt, oz 
toꝛne, ot all kindes: which if J ſhould rehearſe all 
the commodities our Country doth yeeld, by par» 
tieular name, ft would require a great volume: fox 
there is no Nation vnder the ſunne, that may lay 
ſo much as ours, fith we doe want nothing that is 
neceſſary 02 conuenient. But it there be any thing 
which we do want, (although not lo necelſary)ſrls 


not fold the lofle wil not yeeld it, (but that we are 
koth to take the paines in dꝛeſſing and plantin 
it) as it is recoꝛded ok old time, that the commodt- 
ties which we want now, hath been by them main · 
tained and ſought out, hauing no recourſe elſe 
where to fetch it. But now fo2 our tine cloth, tinne 
Lead, Felles, leather, coꝛne, butter, cheeſe, and o- 
ther good commodities koꝛ men, is exchanged ann 
bꝛought ouer from beyond the feas, great toꝛe of 
trifles foꝛ childꝛen, as halfpcny cockhoꝛſes, babies, 
leadenſwo2des, counterkaite beades, and infinite 
ſich toyes, and painted gew gawes fo fooles, and 
dog tricks foꝛ dolts: whereby lwe reape iuſt moc · 
king and repꝛoch, ſo that ſome ok them will not 
ſtick with vs to lay, they can by the cale ol a Fore 
of an Engliſt man fo2 (iii, pence, andleil the tayle 
Agatne to vs fo2 rti. pence, ſaying, pitty it is ſuch 
kooles ſhould haue fo fruitfull a land. But would 
to God we might ware once wiſer, and each one of 
us endenour our ſelues, that the commo wealth of 
England may floꝛiſi, and that our commodities 
maybe fully wꝛought at home in our owne coun» 
try, ther thy to ſet many on woꝛk, which are fo2it to 
go a begging oꝛ elſe ts ſtarue,whilſt our commo ; 
dil ies are wiought in other kozraine countries: 
whereby we ſhewe our ſclues very vngratekull vn» 
to God and our common wealth. ;

In the ꝓeare 1584. the Thames at London was 
Froſen ſo harde ˖ ſo that thouſands of people went 
en the Ile, and ſome plated at Football, and ſome 
ſl. ot at o ꝛickes · as boldly as i? thop had beene in 
the Feelds . which great $ſe was conſumed in leſſe 
then iij. da yes att ex it hegan to thawe . which ſod⸗ 
daine thawe, cauſcd Fleoddes, and high waters, 
which dzowncd many pcople, and bare downe ma⸗ 
ny houſes 2 bꝛidges, and eſpecially Owſe Bꝛidge 
in poꝛke Cittie.
